Clellan has taken * "hand in the strike 
In ManhattanborougK He has reached 
the conclusion that transportation 
conditions had assumed such a serious 
aspect that it would be necessary to 
bring the two factions to some speedy 
agreement. He accordingly addressed 
a letter to both the Interborough and 
the Amalgamated Association to this 
end. 


A million people are inconvenienced 


by the strike. Service was main- 
tained on the elevated lines and in the 
subway, but it was very unsatisfactory. 
The energyof the company seems tobe 
directed toward maintaining a service 
in the subway, and in this it was par- 
tially successful. Strike Breaker Far- 
ley and his crew of 700 or 800 men 
Were thrown into the tunnel; officials 
of the company gave this system their 
personal attention, and . an enormous 
number of policemen were detailed to 
th* trains and stations. 


V, .Manager Hedley, announced that he 


had secured 5,000 men to replace the | 
•Hikers, or less than 2,000 short of the j 
usual complement. The men came 
from all parts of the country, a batch 
Of 300 arriving from Philadelphia. One 
of their number, displaying a revolver, 
said tthey would resist interference. 
Several of the better dressed said 
they were students of the University 
of Pennsylvania.

was a panic among scores of passen- 
gers, and of'the injured 15 were so 
severely hurt that they had to be sent 
to the hospitals. Traffic was delayed 
for over two hours. A five-car local 
train bound up town was in charge oi 
Motorman Miner of Louisville, Ky., 
and a conductor named Boyer, both 
new men. The tra'in was crowded 
when it reached Twenty-third street. 
The last car of the train was one of 
the new steel cars, and the car ahead 
of it was of the wooden type, with cop- 
per sheathing. Samuel T. Bradford, a 
strike-breaker, was the guard between 
the two cars. The platforms were so 
crowded, that Bradford had difficulty 
in operating the sliding doors. The 
train had just'drawn into the Twenty 
third street station and some of the 
'passengers were about to alight when 
there came a crash a* a train, which 
had left the bridge only 30 seconds 
after the first train, da*h*d into the 
first train standing at Twenty-third 
street. Th* steel car on^the first train 
wa.j forced into the Tear of tbe car 
>nst ahead. 
All of the lights of the 


Irst train went out. and a moment- 
later were heard the cries of the in- 
jured and panic-stricken passenger*. 
Policemen and firemen were sum- 
moned to chop the ears apart and res- 
cue the imprisoned.

Mjirch 8.—For 10 days th'e 
Japancst and' Russian armies in Mac 
iliurfa '-awe /bf$n engaged in mighty 
conflict, the issue of which has not 
v«t been reached. Although the most 
of the news. from the scenes of, the 
battle comes through Russian sources, 
and consequently may be supposed to 
present: the facts In as favorable a 
light as possible for the Russian arms, 
it is evident tbat the -Japanese made 
some gains yesterday. St. Petersburg 
has an unofficial report that General 
Kuropatkin's. center has been broken 
and that 13 siege guns hare fallen 
into the hands of the Japanese. These 
guns, which are of six and eight-inch 
caliber, were given permanent em- 
placements on tbe line of the railroad 
north of Shakhe station, the fact evi- 
dencing the confidence of the Rus- 
sians that the Javanese could not pen- 
etrate thither. 


In St. Petersburg it is generally be- 


lieved that General Knropatkin was 
fighting a rear-guard action to cover 
his retreat toward Tie pass. 
All of 


th* Commander-in-chief's ability, it is 
considered, will be required to extri- 
cat* his army from its present predic- 
ament.

Pessimism Prevail*. 


St. Petersburg, March 8.—That tho 


battle of Mukden will go down in his- 
tory with Llaoyang In the long list of 
Russian defeats is the almost univer- 
sal belief in pessimistic St. Peters- 
burg, which has forgotten the mean- 
ing of the word victory. The war of- 
fice does not admit that rhe Issues of 
the great battle, which already ex- 
ceeds in magnitude of operations and 
losses that of Shakhe. have been de- 
cided, although It is positively stated 
in high quarters that Kuropatkin baa 
telegraphed to Emperor Nicholas that 
It will be impossible to hold Mukden, 
and that the withdrawal of the array 
northward has already begun. 


Mukden Reported Evacuated. 


Tokyo, March 8.—Reports are cur- 


rent here that the Russians are in re- 
treat and preparing to destroy the 
railway north of Mukden. General 
Kuropatkin is said to have gone to 
Fushun after holding a council of war 
of 100 officers. 
His left rear guard, 


consisting of 20,000 picked troops, Is 
retiring. Chinese report that Mukden 
has been completely evacuated and 
that its great magazines were set on 
nre by Japanese artillery. 


WITH DESPERATION 


Both Side* Are Fighting In the Vicin- 


ity of Mukden. 


Mukden. March 8.—Fighting of the 


flereest nature, which is likely to de- 
cide the fate of the battle that has 
been in progress for 10 days, began at 
dawn Monday and has continued unin- 
terruptedly up to the present time on 


front 14 miles long, west of the rail- 


road, and on a line with the Sbakhe 
river. The Japanese also have made 
a desperate attack on Bentsiaputze, 
and reports are arriving here that 
Ighting was renewed on the extreme 
left of the Russian army. Both sides 
are fighting with desperation to the 
westward, though the troops are well 
nigh exhausted. The issue of the bat- 
tle may depend largely on the relative 
physical condition of the rank and 
file 
In its main features the combat 


Is very much like that at Llaoyang, 
and if the Russians should be able to 
crush the flanking force,, victory may 
be regarded as won The losses m the 
10 days of battle on both sides are 
alreadv far greater than were the cas- 
ualties In the battle of Liaoyang, and 
are likely to increase. 


Beginning at 2 o'clock a m the Jap- 


anese made a succession of desperate 
attacks on General Tserpitsky's di- 
vision on the west front, south of 
Mukden, repeating the assault at In- 
tervals of two hours with constant re- 
inforcements 
About 50,000 Japanese 


with 200 pieces of artillery partici- 
pated. All the attacks were repulsed, 
there being enormous losses on both 
sides. One extremely important posi- 
tion changed 
hands spvoidl times 


Finally General Tserpit&Ky, on horse- 
back, placing himself at the head of 
his troops. Jed his regiments to tho 
It tack wirh colors" flying and music 
playing 
The attack was .successful. 


After it was over tbe victorious sol- 
diers crowded around General Tserpil- 
Bky, shouting his praises and even 
kissing his hands and feet. The Rus- 
sians captured several quick-fire guns 
and many Japanese prisoners. Includ- 
ing officers. 


It was reported that Major General 


Gerngross of the East Siberian rifles 
towarl evening had taken and held 
Tetchekiao 
Here end to the north- 


ward the Russians, many times at- 
tacked by columns and battalions, 
stormed positions with the bayonet 
and without firing a shot. 


Monday night the Japanese attacked 


Tenheltun, Alanu and Erttiitzu, and

capture Russians' dinner or starve. 


At Erdegou, on the center, a regi- 


ment ot chasseurs made a night at- 
tack, but the Russians were caught by 
the Japanese flank and many of them 
•were killed. 50 being captured. At 
Bentsiaputze the Japanese stormed as 
far as the wire entanglements, but 
were repulsed with great loss. 


Japanese Version. 


Tokyo, March 8,—The following dis- 


patch wa« received from tbe head- 
quarters of the Japanese armies In the 
Held: "In the Slngking (Yenden) di- 
rection the enemy In the neighbor- 
hood of Titamade made several coun- 
ter-attack* Monday, which were re- 
pulsed. Our attacks against Machun- 
tan, despite the obstinate resistance, 
proceeded.

TO HEAR 1REATY Id 


EXECUTIVE SESSION

Washington, March 8 —"Without de- 


termining any question of policy in re- 
gard to the Santo Domingo treaty, the 
senate decided that the treaty should 
be reported as soon as possible from 
the committee on foreign relations 
and the entire question fought out in 
executive session. This was the sen- 
timent of the foreign relations com- 
mittee as* well as the senate, and In 
two sessions of the committee the pro- 
ceedings were with a view to report- 
ing the treaty if possible. The amend- 
ments offered In the committee were 
confined to a reduction of an alleged 
surplusage of words. They were of- 
fered verbally and taken down by 
a stenographer. By a tacit under- 
standing the policy Involved in the 
treaty was not taken tip by the com- 
mittee, and it was understood that the 
action In submitting amendments In 
this manner did not commit any sen- 
ator to the support of the treaty. 


Conftssed to Murder of Family. 
Danville, Ark, March 8.—James 


Ince, confessing that he is a quadruple 
murderer, was brought back to jail 
here after a visit to the scene of the 
crime near Whitely, 15 milea south- 
west of here, where, confronted with
